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L, About early June 1919, the Bau Union Firm in Keringsdorf was ordered to 
recondition the former German Arsy billets in KarZshagen for the Russians. 
Haw Low wooden buildincs were alse scheduied for construction and the destroyed 
aivfield in Peenemuende was to be rebuilt. In June 1949, 900 workers were 
employed on this project. By October 1919, Peenemuende airfield was leveled, 
rolled and sown with grass. fin east-west and a southeast-northwest concrete 
runway, each 2,000 x 80 meters wore completed. (1) In Novmaber 1949, three 
temporary quarters each 30 x 11 neters, were set up at the southern edre of the 
installation. Between December 199 and May 1950 a 15-kilovolt cable was laid 
from the Peenemuende power station to the airfield via Yueckenhof. The east» 
west runway was provided with lishts; lights were also installed alone the 
taxiway on the south » de of the field. The airfield lights. were operated from 
a cover west of the tr. ssformer station. It was planned to recondition the aire 
field @rainage system, but no orders to this effect were fiver. Only a 500+. 
reser stretch of the drainage ditch between Lake Xoelpin and the hydraulic 
station at Schanze was reconditioned. This work was to cause a lowering of the 
srouné water Level of the lake and also of the airfield, ilowever, the measure 
proved to be a failure, for in rainy weather the southern portion of the field 
is flooded by water 10 to 15 em Jecp. Mowever, the runways have always renained 
dry to date. The destroyed hangars at the field were not reconstruc ted o 


2, In Karlsharen, the utilities building containing ration storape rooms, workshops, 
baths, a heating plant with sever boilers, tun large kitchens, messhalls, club 
rooms and about 80 rooms for officers in the upper story was reconditioned. The 
cazares were also repaired, and 1ew ones were built. The garages at rresent 
available have a capacity of 100 te 120 vehicles. Nine low wenden buildings, 
each 65 x 15 meters, were built on existing foundations, Six houses on Peene~ 
strasse, Valdstrasre and “Sluechesstrasse were renovated, Minety fanilics who 
nad lived in these houses since 195 were evacuated.
